T  OX  DON;  Aug.-  15.— An  of- 
I  ficial  communique  has  been 
J  issued  by  the  Egyptian 
Government,  according  to  an 
Exchange  Telegraph  dispatch 
from  Cairo,  stating  that  the 
Egyptian  minister  to  London  has 
been  instructed  to  lodge  a  formal 
protest  with  the  British  Govern- 
ment against  measures  taken  in 
the  Sudan.  The  minister  also 
has  been  instructed,  it  is  added, 
to  urge  the  necessity  to  suspend 
trials  pending  the  establishment 

of  an  Kgyptian-Hudanesc  commission 
to  examine  the  present  situation  and 
fU  responsibilities,  and  Uk.  mea- 
sure* to  calm  the  public  feeling  and 
avoid  bloodshed.  The  communique 
Includes  a  long  recital  of  the  Egyp- 
tian Government's  version  of  recent 
events  In  the  Sudan. 

Thin  recital  has  created  indignation 
In  British  circles  In  Cairo,  says  a  dis- 
patch to  the  Exchange  Telegraph,  as 
being  partial  and  misleading,  and 
acting- Brit  k»h  Commissioner  Scott 
hss  protested  strongly  to  the  Egyp- 
tian acting-Premier  over  what  he 
claims  is  an  inaccurate  and  mislead- 
ing statement. 

CAIRO.  Aug.  II. — No  British  troops 
have  yet  been  dispatched  to  the 
Sudan,  but  a  battalion  of  the  A  r  gyle 
and  Sutherland  Highlanders,  sta- 
tioned at  Ismailia.  are  leaving  to- 
morrow for  the  Sudan. 

LONDON.  Aug.  II.— An  Evening 
News  dispatch  from  Khartum  stated 
that  laborers  armed  with  hammers 
and  sticks  started  a  demonstration 
there  today.  They  were  dispersed  by 
British  troops.  It  was  added  that  the 
British  cruiser  Weymouth  Is  standing 
by  at  Port  Sudan  to  maintain  public 
security.

Aug.  tl.— It  .a  by  no 
means  certain  that  the  vacancy  in  the 
head  of  the  railway  commission,  due 
to  Han.  r.  B.  Carvell'a  death,  will  go 
to  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Only  a 
hundred  mllea  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Hallway  axe  In  that  territory,  all  other 
linen  being  Government  owned.  Caaee 
before  the  commission  from  that  quar- 
ter are  few.  from  the  West  they  are 
very  common,  and  Involve  large  ques- 
tions. 

The  West,  therefore.  Is  expected  to 
assart  Its  claims  As  at  present  con- 
stituted, ths  board  consists  of  Aasta- 
tsnt  Chief  Commissioner  McLean.  A. 
C.  Boyce  and  Calvine  Lawrence  from 
Ontario;  Hon  W.  Nantel  from  Quebec, 
and  Hon  Frank  Oliver  from  Alberta. 
Nantel's  term  Is  up  in  October,  and  he 
mill  be  succeeded  by  a  Quebes  man, 
unless  Mr.  Csrvell's  successor'  be 
chosen  thsrs.

Canadians  are  too 
prons  to  think  the  political  part 
greater  than  the  whole.  Before  the 
country  can  strike  Its  full  \ stride  of 
progress,  ths  people  mast  be  made 
to  realize  that  the  reverse  of  this  is 
true." 

"Teachers  can  probably  do  more 
than  anyone  else  to  eradicate  this 
evil  of  sectionalism.  It  la  the  duty 
of  the  Canadian  Teachers'  Federation 
to  emphasise  the  national  outlook  for 
ths  future."

Russian  Pact  Effected  With- 
out Even  Cable  Advice  to 
Overseas  Premiers,  Says 
Saturday  Review 

T  ONDOX,  Aug.  15.— Opinion 
[  here,  as  at  Ottawa,  seems 
to  harden  against  the  pos- 
sibility of  the  Autumn  conference 
concerning  interimperial  consul- 
tation producing  anything  tan- 
gible. Australia  is  certainly  not 
intending  to  put  itself  out  over 
the  matter.  Canada's  attitude  is 
taken  to  be  that  its  delegates  can 
attend  the  conference  while 
they  are  also  doing  other  work 
at  Oeneva.  The  Outlook,  a  weekly 
review,  talks  about  ths  Oovsrnment 
going  from  one  blunder  to  another 
In  relation  to  the  dominions,  declar- 
ing that  the  latest  proposals  of  Rt. 
Hon.  J.  M.  Thomas  has  given  Pre- 
mier Mackenxle  King  of  Canada  an 
opportunity  to  turn  down  In  advance 
the  suggestion  that  In  future  leaders 
of  tbe  opposition  should,  be  brought 
to  the  Imperial  Conference.

Sartors  and  Members  of  the  Air  Force  to 
Forswear  Their  Allegiance.  Condemned  as  Greatest  Concession  to 
Bolshevism  Yet  Made  by  Present  British  Government 


LONDON"!  Aug,  1S»— Very*  pointed 
question*  are  b*lng  asked  by  the 
newspaper*  here  about  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  legal  proceedings  against 
John  Ross  Campbell.  who  was 
charged  wjth  attempting  to  seduce 
men  in  th*  fighting  forces  from  their 
duty  and  allegiance  Campbell,  Who 
ia  *dltor  of  Th*  Worker*  Weekly, 
published  an  article  entitled  "An 
open  Letter  to  th*  Fighting  Forces." 
In  which  he  urged  soldiers,  airmen 
and  sailors  to  form  committees  in 
every  barrack*,  aerodrome  and  ahlp 
aa  a  nucleus  of  an  organisation  for  a 
common  attack  on  capitalists. 

"Cease  to  shoot  down  your  fellow 
workers,"  the  article  urged.  "Refuse 
to  fight  for  profits;  turn  your 
weapons  on  your  oppr< 


The  incitement*  were  reported  in 
Campbell's  paper  and  he  was  arrest- 
ed. An  outcry  against  his  detention 
Immediately  aros*  in  th*  Labor 
ranks.  Campbell  appeared  for  trial 
and  was  discharged  on  the  ground 
that  it  had  been  represented  that  his 
writings  were  not  meant  to  deflect 
aoldlera,  airmen  or  sailors  from  their 
duty,  but  were  intended  as  comments 
on  armed  military  forces  being  used 
by  the  state  in  industrial  disputes. 

The  Times,  referring  to  a  statement 
of  the  crown  counsel  In  the  case  that 
rt-"had  ba%n  "represented"  that  the 
object  of"  the  alleged  aedlUoua 
article  was  not  what  the  director  of 
public  prosecutions  bad  at  flrat 
thought  It  to  be,  aaya:

"The  houae*  I  propoae  to  build  will 
have  hollow  walls — each  wall  to  "save 
a  seven-Inch  air  a  pace — and  but  for 
th*  doors  the  houses  will  contain  no 
wood  In  their  construction.

Luncheon  at  Savoy 

The  delightful  idea  of  giving  the 
vlaltlng  Canadians  an  opportunity  of 
meeting  such  eminent  English  women 
as  Mlaa  Haldane  and  l^dy  Cave  was 
due,  I  believe,  to  Mr.  R.  B.  Bennett, 
and  the  result  was  one  of  the  friend- 
liest and  most  cheerful  of  gatherings. 
About  twenty  round  tables,  large 
enough  for  eight  people,  filled  one  of 
the  big  Savoy  dining-rooms.  No  places 
were  assigned  to  the  visitors,  but  the 
names  of  two  or  three  English  women 
were  attached  to  each  table  in  the 
plan  so  that  the  Canadians  could 
choose  their  hosteaa.

A  few  days  later  the  members  of 
the  English  Bar  entertained  their 
Canadian  confreres  with  a  garden 
party  In  the  historic  300-year-old 
gardens  of  Lincoln's  Inn  Klelda.  where 
Evelyn  was  once  Invited  "to  the 
solemn  foolerle"  of  the  Prince  da  la 
Orange,  which  began  with  a  grand 
masque  and  ended  In  a  magnificent 
banquet.  I  was  not  present  at  the 
party  last  week,  hut  I  hear  that  the 
visitors  were  vastly  pleased  with  their 
entertainment  In  the  charming  gar- 
dens, which  have  changed  their  ap- 
pearance since  the  day*  when  a  pll- 
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Nuxated  Iron 


lory  stood  here,  and  Lord  William 
Ruasell  was  executed  in  the  north- 
west corner  In  1683. 

On  the  same  afternoon,  the  Over- 
seas League  also  entertained  the  Cana- 
dian Bar  at  tea  at  Vernon  House,  In 
the  lovely  rooms  overlooking  the 
Oreen  Park,  and  many  of  the  guests 
went  on  from  there  to  the  Lincoln's 
Inn  party.

At  Westminster  Hall 

The  formal  welcome  given  to  the 
visiting  lawyers  in  Westminster  Hall 
last  Monday  was  a  very  wonderful 
PHgeant.

the  insatiable  desire  of  the  I^ondon 
County  Council,  or  whoever  has  the 
say  in  these  matters,  to  take  up  the 
roadway  In  Mayfair  during  the  season. 
I  arrived  in  Westminster  Hall,  where 
the  stately  little  ceremony  was  held, 
sfter  the  body  of  the  hall  was  filled, 
and  the  platform  was  covered  with 
picturesque  figures  of  the  barristers 
in  their  intriguing  little  bob-tailed 
wigs,  with  the  three  little  curls  like 
three  saOsagc  rolls  over  each  ear,  and 
the  K.C.'s  opposite  them  in  their  more 
flowing  softer  wigs,  looking  even 
mqre  picturesque. 

My  barrister  guide  threaded  hia  way 
through  the  gold  lace  official  dress 
uniforms  of  the  Canadian  Privy  Coun- 
clllora.  and  1  reached  my  seat  Just  in 
tlmeifor  the  hush  in  the  buxz  of  con- 
veraatlnn  that  preceded  the  solemn 
procession  up  the  centre  of  the  hall 
of  the  Tipstaff,  bearing  hla  staff  of 
office,  the  Permanent  Secretary  to  the 
Ixird  Chancellor,  the  mace,  borne  by 
'  .i  plain  the  Hon.  Sir  Seymour  For- 
tescue.  K.C.V.O..  O.M.G..  the  puree, 
the  Bt.  Hon.  Viscount  Haldane  of 
Cloan,  K.T..  O.M..  and  the  long  pro- 
ceaslon  of  Law  Ix>rda  and  King's 
bench  Judges.  As  they  reached  the 
platform  they  grouped  themselves 
even  as  an  artist  would  hsve  done. 
Historic  Memories 

The  Uw  !x>rda  In  their  splendid 
black  and  gold  robes  gathered  about 
the  I^>rd  High  Chancellor,  and  to  the 
right  of  them  eat  the  King's  Bench 
judges  In  their  wonderful  scarlet,  the 
wide  acarlet  capes  edged  with  ermine, 
while  behind  them  were  the  lawyers. 
thr>  mauve  facings  on  whose  gowns 
added  another  touch  of  color.  The 
chief  English  law  courts  sat  In  West- 
minster Hall  for  «00  years,  ao  where 
could  there  have  been  found  a  better 
meeting  place.  nnd  I  saw  many  peo- 
ple gazing  up  at  the  magnificent  open 
roof  that  Richard  II  built  In  1399, 
little  dreaming  that  It  would  abetter 
hla  own  deposition. 

The  red  carpet  covering  the  Mteps  to 
the  platform  concealed  the  very  place 
where  Charles  1  stood  during  his  trial 
In  1649.  and  Sir  John  Simon  reminded 
me  of  the  fact  that  Oladetone's  coffin 
had  lain  In  state  for  three  daya  fur- 
ther down  the  aisle.  while  great 
crowds  of  people  filed  past  to  pay  the 
last  homage  to  a  great  statesman.  The 
very  air  seemed  packed  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  last  600  years.  Edward  II 
abdicated  In  1327.  and  the  old  roof 
has  looked  down  on  such  varied 
scenes  as  the  Installation  of  Oliver 
Cromwell,  the  coronation  banquets 
down  to  the  time  of  George  IV.  and 
the  lylng-ln-atate  of  Edward  VII  If 
has  seen  how  brave  men  have  heard 
the  sentence  of  death,  for  William 
Wallace.  Sir  Thomas  More,  the  Earl 
of  Essex,  and  many  other  famous  peo- 
ple were  tried,  and  condemned  in 
Westminster  Hall. 

There  were  no  such  gruesome 
memories  last  Monday  when  Lord 
Haldane  rose  to  welcome  the  visitors 
to  the  Hall,  which  he  said  waa  part 
of  thels  common  heritage.  The  first 
spee,  h  was  made  by  the  Attorney. 
General,  who  Pi-sented  the  American 
Har  Aasoclation  to  the  Lord  Chancel 
lor.  supported  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Dlbdln 
President  of  the  Law  (society,  and  Sir 
lamea  Alkins.  IJfutenant  Governor 
of  Manitoba,  who  made  a  very  able 
speech.  After  the  l>»rd  Chsncellor 
had  delivered  hla  sddres*  of  welcome, 
Mr  Secretary  rharle«  E.  Hughe*  snd 
Mr.  Justice  Sutherland  replied  on 
behalf  of  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion, after  which  the  l*»rd  Chancellor 
headed  the  return  proceaalon  „,,.|  the 
Impressive  ceremony  waa  over.

to  a  contest  which  is  already;  attftet- 
ing  the  wule.st  interest  throughout 
British  Columbia.  Nelson  has 
learned  the  lesson  Uafllt  by  the  g*w- 
tral  election,  namely,  that  a  divided 
opposition  was  unable  to  accomplish 
the  Government's  defeat.  The  con- 
test will  be  brief,  it  will  be  unusually 
lively,  it  can  hardly  escape  being 
acrimonious,  but  at  least  the  out- 
come wjll  have  a  very  definite  bearing 
en  the  immediate  tre«d  of  political 
tvent*  in  this  Province  Premier 
Oliver  will  make  his  campaign  on  his 
fight  for  reduced  freight  rates.  This 
is  a  question  upon  which  the  people 
of  BritUh  Columbia  are  united,  al- 
though they  are  by  no  means  satisfied 
with  the  heavy  expenditures  the 
Iritiab  Columbia  Government  has 
incurred  in  order  to  make  its  attitude 
known.  Since  the  freight*  rates 
question  is  not  one  of  party  politics, 
it  is  unlikely  to  exercise  any  sway  at 
Nelson,  where  the  result  will  no 
doubt  be  decided,  firstly,  on  local 
issues,  and.  secondly,  on  the  attitude 
of  that  sonslituenry  towards  the 
Liberal  Government  in  the  light  of 
the  vote  of  the  people  throughout  the 
Province  in  the  general  election. 

It  is  difficult  to  foresee  what  the 
result  of  this  •  by-election  will  be. 
Although  for  the  nonce,  the  opposi- 
tion partias  have  upited  in  the  selec- 
tion of  a  -candidate  it  is  doubtful  if 
that  candidate' will  have  any  better 
chance  of  election  than  a  straight 
nominee  of  the  Conservative  Party.

He  will  poll  a  heavy 
vote,  and  he  at  least  must  be  said  to 
stand  a  good  chance  of  being  elected, 
though  the  odds^are  against  him  to 
the  extent  that  the  Liberals  arc 
bringing  the  whole  strength  of  the 
Government  to  bear  on  the  campaign, 
and.  as  if  usual,  they  are  plentifully 
endowed     with     campaign  funds. 
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consistent  and  capable  of  translation 
into  terms  of  permanent  action,  must 
have  as  a  prerequisite  a  campaign  for 
industrial  development.  We  have 
too  much  of  a  habit  in  this  com- 
munity in  dealing  with  matters  of 
progress  of  putting  the  cart  before 
the  horse.

The  danger  of  war  in  the  Balkans, 
engineered  from  Moscow,  continues 
to  be  very  apparent.  That  danger 
exists  through  the  efforts  of  the  Hoi 
shevists  to  foster  conspiracies  and 
insurrection  in  their  attempt  to  pro- 
mote world  revolution.  They  see  a 
fruitful  field  in  the  Balkans,  where 
jealousies  and  divisions  of  races  and 
creeds  have  existed  for  so  many  gen- 
erations. The  Bolshevists  sought  and 
failed  to  promote  a  revolution  in 
Germany  which  would  forward  Com- 
munist hopes.  Now  they  have  turned 
their  attention  to  the  Balkans,  and 
particularly  to  Bulgaria.  They  are 
seeking  to  make  an  alliance  with  the 
revolutionary  Macedonian  organiza- 
tion. They  awe  active  in  Greece,  in 
Yugoslavia  and  in  Roumania  as  well, 
and,  among  other  activities,  they  are 
inciting  the  Bulgarians  of  the  Dob- 
ruja  to  make  trouble.  Those  Bul- 
garians must  now  become  Rou- 
manian subjects  or  leave  Roumanian 
soil,  and  the  situation  created  by  this 
condition  is  being  seized  on  by  the 
Communists  to  promote  dissension 
Commenting  on  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation  that  is  developing.  The 
London  Times  says: 

The  Bolshevists  are  acting  in  the 
Balkans,  as  in    other    lands  from 
Peking  to  San  Francisco,  upon  their 
avowed  principles,  with  their  avowed 
aim.  and  by  their  wonted  methods. 
Kven  in  the  healthiest  and  most  set- 
tled communities  their  activities  are 
mischievous.     In  countries  like  the 
Balkans  t!iey  are  pregnant    with  the 
utmost  peril  to  internal    and  to  ex 
ternal   peace.    The    plea  that  the 
civilized   powers    are     impotent  to 
check  them  without  warfare  is  un 
true.      The    moral,     financial  and 
economic     countenance     of  those 
Powers  is  highly  valued  by  the  Gov 
erniuents  and  the  peoples  of  the  Bal- 
kan States.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

If  it  is  within  the  province  and 
even  the  duty  of  the  entire  mem 
b«r»hip  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  take  a  referendum  on  whether  or 
not  there  should  be  a  Harbor 
Beard  appointed  for  this  port,  it  is 
suraly  infinitely  more  within  the 
provinee  and  constituting  the  duty 
of  the  people  as  a  whole  to  decide. 
Our  information,  from  a  score  and 
one  source*,  is  that  the  matter  ia  one 
which  the  people  believe  can  be  safe- 
ly left  to  the  business,  and  shipping 
interests,  who  ought  to  know  their 
own  affairs  best.  It  is  far,  far  better 
that  the  Harbor  Board  question 
should  bt  left  alone  entirely  by  poli- 
ticians and  pseudo  politicians  and  by 
others  who  do  not  speak  ex  cathedra. 
It  would  be  composed  of  political  ap- 
pointees, and  that  is  one  of  th; 
gravtst  handicap*  under  which  it 
would  labor.  The  probability  is,  too 
that  it  would  be  composed  of  those 
whose  knowledge  of  marine  matters 
wis  derived  from  anywhere  except 
the  set.  An  honorary  board,  without 
spending  authority,  could  no  nothing 
that  is  not  being  done  now.  Such  a 
board,  even  if  composed  of  political 
appointees,  would  not  have  any 
greater  recommendatory  influence 
with  the  spending  authorities  than 
has  such  an  organisation  as  the 
(  hamper  of  Commerce.

not  through  a  Board  of  Harbor  Com- 
missions™,  appointed  by  and  through 
governmental  patronage  that  can  only 
borrow  from  the  federal  Government. 
That  is  questionable,  and  subject  to 
exigences,  but  always  with  the  ea- 
caaalve  overhead,  salaries  and  interest, 
to  bear  upon  shipping  interests, 
whether  we  have  added  shipping  or 
not. 

The  present  Is  the  only  time  in  our 
history  when  we  can,  on  terms  of 
superiority,  provide  direct  communica- 
tion with  Eastern  points.  Let  us 
take  every  advantage  of  this  oppor- 
tunity, but  as  Mr  Uchwengers  states, 
and  aa  you  have  so  emphatically  con 
tended  editorially,  keep  our  over- 
head charges  so  low  that  no  vessel  will 
pass  our  port,  more  especially,  aa. 
added  to  less  harbor  charges,  they  will 
not  be  mulcted  by  time  and  pilotage 
expenses.  We  can  then  manufacture 
our  timber  here  Instead  of  having  our 
logs  towed  to  the  mills  of  Burrard  In- 
let, and  bring  prosperity,  population 
and  vitality  to  our  city.

9  nr  10  at  lease  are  temporaries  taken 
on  for  a  few  waeks  during  the  vaca- 
tion season.

The  Saanlch  Council  last  night  sup- 
portsd  a  resoluUon  demanding  that 
the  Provincial  Oovsrnment  turn  over 
to  th*  municipalities  one-half  of  the 
gasoline  tax.  and  Instructed  in  dele- 
gates to  the  annual  convention  of  ths 
Union  of  British  Coulmbia  Munici- 
palities, which  takss  place  early  neat 
month  at  Pentlcton.  to  urge  ths  Union 
to  endorse  and  carry  out  the  terms 
of  the  motion. 

Reeve  Macnlcol.  Councillor  Klrkham 
and  Municipal  Clerk  S«well  will  repre- 
sent Saanlch  at  the  Union  of  B.C. 
Munlclpalltl**,  while  Mr.  Sswell 
will  also  attend  the  session  of  the 
Municipal  Officers'  Association,  which 
convsnUon  will  be  held  at  Pentlcton 
previous  to  the  gathering  of  the  Union. 

The  Council  decided  not  to  Instruct 
Its  dejsgates  to  either  support  or  dis- 
approve at  the  Union  of  B.C.  Munici- 
palities meeting  the  suggesUon  of  a 
reducUon  of  the  lax  penalty  from  the 
present  figure  of  fifteen  per  cent  to  a 
maximum  of  twelve  and  one-half  per 
cent,  a  decrease  of  two  and  one-half 
per  cest  and  the  resolution  of  the  Oak 
Bay  Council,  Vhlch  favora  the  aboil - 
Uon  of  school  boards  and  police  com- 
missions In  towns  of  less  than  1,080 
population,  snd  the  consolidaUon  of 
these  municipal  agenciss  in  th* 
municipal  conncil  The  delegates  war* 
Instructed  to  un*  their  own  discretion 
when  thess  and  other  matters  cams 
before  the  convention. 

Reeve  Macnlcol  expressed  his  opin- 
ion on  several  of  the  matter*  raised 
during  ths  consideration  of  ths** 
municlpsl  itsms.  He  favored  a  ref- 
erendum being  held  In  all  c!U*s  and 
towna  Irrespective  of  population,  and 
letting  th*  people  decMe  whether  or 
not  they  wished  a  school  board  and 
a  police  commission,  or  whether  they 
wanted  the  consolidation  of  authority 
over  schools  and  pollcs  In  ths  Council, 
thereby  placing  the  responsibility 
upon  the  vot*rs.  He  favored  only  one 
police  forc^  In  British  Columbia, 
claiming  that  it  would  provs  superior 
to  th*  prsaent  system  of  thr**  pollc* 
force*,  namely,  the  mounted,  provin- 
cial and  municipal  police.

"We.  the  undersigned,  being  resident 
ratepayers,  living  or  having  property 
in  the  district  of  Elk  La&ke,  and  oon- 
aidering  also  the  further  develop- 
ment of  thia  district,  hereby  respect- 
fully request  your  honorable  body  to 
extend  the  water  facilities  to  this 
district  and  by  so  doing  give  en- 
couragement to  closer  settlement,

Mr.  George  A.  Robinson  stated  that 
resldsnta  in  Elk  Lake  district,  the 
area  contained  by  East  Saanlch  Road 
at.d  raada  running  from  It  to  the 
north  end  bf  Elk  Lake,  had  water 
for  domestic  purposes  and  desired 
the  requested  facilities  for  Irrigation 
of  thelrMsnda.  He  urged  the  oouncll 
to  lnatruct  the  engineer  to  ascertain 
the  feasibility  and  cost  of  the  pro- 
posal. "Very  few  would  kick  st  the 
coat  of  the  work,"  he  thought,  in 
mentioning  that  all  the  property 
owners  In  the  district,  with  but  a  few 
exceptions,  are  enthuaiaatlc  in  the  re- 
quest for  extension  of  water  facilities.

NEW  YORK.  Aug.  18— The  rapid 
rolling  up  of  aupport  for  the 
candidacy  of  Robert  M.  La  Follette 
In  the  throe-cornered  presidential 
flght  In  which  the  political  leaders 
of  the  United  States  are  now  engaaad 
has  served  to  focus  the  attention  of 
the  entire  country  upon  Wisconsin's 
famous  political  firebrand  and  the 
poselbltltiea  behind  his  spectacular 
bid  for  the  highest  office  In  the  land 
La  foiirttr  will  not  be  President. 
That  Is  all  but  a  certainty.  But  he 
may  conceivably  have  a  good  deal  to 
say  about  who  will  be  President 
Therefore  public  Interest  In  hla  cafB- 
paign  for  the  time  being  at  least  ex- 
ceeds the  Interest  In  tha-  Oanipalgn 
plans  of  President  Coolldge,  the  Re- 
publican nominee,  or  hia  D«mo- 
cratlc  opponent,  John  W.  Davla.  Aa 
.a  reault  of  La  Follette'a  intrusion  of 
his  candidacy  the  people  of  the 
United  stat, a  next  November  may 
face  a  situation  that  has  been  met 
with  only  twice  In  the  country's  his- 
tory. They  may  even  face  a  attua- 
tion  that  haa  never  yet  been  en- 
countered— a  deadlock  In  the  work- 
ing of  the  machlntaay  for  the  selection 
of  a  President  for  which  constitution 
provides  no  solution. 

Under  the  cumbersome  election 
system  of  the  United  States  which 
nine  out  of  every  ten  Americans  will 
tell  you  Is  the  last  word  In  tha  safe- 
guarding of  Democratic  principles 
and  only  one  In  ten  understands.  La 
Follette  sad  hla  heterogeneous  "third 
party"  may  make  the  cuatomary 
aelectlon  of  the  Prealdent  through  the 
Electoral  College — uaually  a  purely 
formal  and  perfunctory  step — Impos- 
sible. The  choice  would  then  have 
to  be  msde  through  the  stop-gap 
which  the  Constitution  provides  for 
such  an  emergency — selection  by  a 
vote  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
or.  failing  that,  choice  of  a  man  to 
All  the  Prealdenta  chair,  indirectly, 
by  the  Senate.  But  If  the  Houae  of 
Rgpreaentatlvea  and  Senate  both 
were  deadlocked'  nobody  appeara  to 
know  what  would  happen.  The 
United  Statea  might  have  to  worry 
along  for  four  yeara  without  any 
President  at  all. 

It  Is  this  altuatlon  that  lenda  In- 
terest to  the  campaign;  Id  fact,  Juat 
at  the  present  time  It  appeara  to  b« 
about  the  only  feature  of  public  In 
tereat  that  the  campaign  poaaesaoa 
and  the  managera  of  the  two  major 
parties  are  putting  their  candidates 
through  their  preliminary  paces  be- 
fore en  inattentive  audience.  public 
attention  appeera  to  be  entirely  taken 
up  with  speculation  as  to  lag  Fol- 
lette's  ch^ancea  of  winning  enough 
electoral  votea  to  '.hrow  a  monkey 
wrench  Into  the  creaky  old  election 
machinery. 

The  voter*,  in  the  United  Statea  do 
not  vote  directly  for  a  Prealdent.  al- 
though quite  a  few  of  them  are  not 
aware  of  that_fact  They  vote  for 
"electors."  who  In  turn  cast  their 
votea  for  the  prealdentlal  candidates. 
In  theory  t,ha»ae  electora  are  free  to 
follow  their  own  judgment  In  making 
their  selection — to  vote  for  the  beat 
man  Irrespective  of  party  affiliation. 
In  practice  they  are  merely  pupr>-"- 
In  the  party  system.  It  haa  come  to 
be  r.'ir.r  gad  M  a  moral  obligation  for 
these  to  mia  for  the  candidate  of  tfea 
psrty  which  haa  placed  their  names 
upon  the  ballot.  Never  In  the  modern 
hlatnry  of  the  United  Statea  hava  the 
electora  voted*  contrary  to  their  party 
line  up  On  election  night,  except  In 
rare  cases  of  ,  very  doa«.  ronteat,  it

atorial seat.  The  twelfth  amendment 
to  the  .-.institution  sets  out  the 
method  by  which  they  choose  the 
Prealdent.  and.  In  the  event  of  their 
failure  to  make  a  choice,  the  alterna- 
tive method  for  filling  the  office.  The 
electors  meet  in  their  various  states 
and  vote  by  ballot  for  President  and 
Vice-President.  The  HsU  of  votes 
from  each  state,  duly  certified  and 
sealed,  are  sent  to  the  President  of 
the  Senate.  In  the  presence  of  the 
membera  of  both  houses  he  opens  the 
certificates,  the  votes  are  counted, 
and  "the  person  having  the  greateat 
number  of  votea  for  Prealdent  ahall 
be  prealdent,  if  auch  number  be  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
electora  appointed." 

If  no  candidate  receivea  a  majority 
the  reaponalblllty  ta  ihlfted  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  which 
"shall  choose  Immediately,  by  ballot, 
the  Prealdent."  jn  the  ballot,  how- 
ever, the  voteB  are  to  be  taken  by 
states,  each  state  having  a  single 
vote.  A  majority  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  states — forty-eight — hi  neces- 
sary to  a  choice,  which  muet  .be  ope 
of  the  three  having  the  hlgheet  num- 
ber of  votea  In  the  deadlocked  Elec- 
toral College. 

The  Houae  of  Repreeentatlvea,  de- 
spite the  Injunction  to  "chooae  im- 
mediately." ia  given  until  the  fourth 
day  of  March  to  do  the  Job.  If  on 
that  date  no  choice  has  been  made  It 
la  decreed  the  Vice- Prealdent  ahall 
act  as  Prealdent  "aa  in  the  case  of  the 
death  or  other  constitutional  disabil- 
ity of  the  President."  But  the 
chancea  are  that  If  the  Electoral  Col- 
lege haa  failed  to  sleet  a  President  It 
has  alao  failed  to  elect  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent. Therefore  It  la  provided  that  the 
Senate  ahall  chooae  a  Vice -President, 
a  majority  of  the  whole  number  being 
necessary  to  a  choice. 

Voting  by  State* 
That  Is  aa  far  aa  tha  constitution 
goea.  if  the  Senate  'a  deadlocked  ap- 
parently there  la  nothing  for  It  but 
to  pull  atrawa  or  ehoot  dice  for  the 
Presidency.  And  a  deadlock  atarting 
In  the  Electoral  College  and  contlnu 
log  through  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives and  the  Senate,  while  doubt - 
leaa  improbable,  la  by  no  meana  out- 
aide  the  bounds  of  possibility  in  the 
present  case. 

If  La  Folletf.  third  party  oan  cap- 
ture enough  electoral  votes  to  pre- 
vent either  troolldg.  or  Devi,  from 
getting  the  necesswry  majority.  It 
will  be  the  present  House  of  Repre- 
sentative, that  will  be  called  upon 
to  make  the  chelae.  The  vote,  it 
rmist  be  remembered,  will  be  by 
ststes.    esch   state    delegation  voting

land.      Montana.      Nebraska.  New

Shocking  the  Regulars 

If  La  Follstte  and  thess  three 
faithful  henchmen  were- to  absent 
themselvea  they  could  throw  the  Up- 
per House  into  a  deadlock  as  the  Re- 
publlcana  would  be  left  with  only  47 
votes,  two  ahy  of  the  necessary  ma- 
jority. They  might  fare  even  worae. 
for  there  are  aeveral  other  nominally 
Republican  senators  whose  party 
loyalty  is  wobbly.  Counting  Hendrlk 
Shlpstead  and  Magnus  Johnson,  the 
two  Farmer-Labor  senatora.  In  La 
l'ollette'a  little  band — and  they  wo 
be  practically  certain  to  follow -Ida 
had  for  his  new  party  la  essentially 
their  partjr— he  could,  by  switching 
these  votes  one  wsy  or  the  other 
effect  a  personally  conducted  choice 
of  the  President. 

The  chief  speculation  la  aa  to 
whether  La  Follette  can  secure 
enough  electoral  votea  to  atart  the 
blockade.  Wisconsin.  North  Dakota 
und  Minnesota  are  pretty  generally 
conceded  to  him.  They  will  give  hrm 
thirty  votea.  Next  to  theee  three 
"sure"  ststes  he  will  likely  develop 
his  greateat  atrength  In  Nebraaka, 
South  Dakota,  Iowa.  Montana  and 
Waahlngton.  Should  he  win  theae, 
he  will  have  an  additional  21  votea. 

A  number  of  other  atatea  are 
doubtful.  The  Wisconsin  senator, 
some  observers  declare,  msy  spring 
a  few  surprises.  In  Illinois.  Indiana 
and  Ohio  aentiment  for  La  Follette 
appears  to  have  been  gslnlng  rapidly 
during  the  past  few  daya  and  there 
are  people  who  claim  to  be  without 
any  party  bias  who  predict  the  third 
party  will  ehock  the  old-line  party 
leaden  by  the  showing  It  will  make 
In  theae  atatea.  There  are  even 
people,  apparently  without  any  par- 
ticular love  for  LA  Follette  himself, 
who  predict  that  i-«  Follette  will  pick 
up  a  few  electoral  votes  In  the  east- 
ern 
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As  a  mattsr  of  fact,  4<a  Follette'a 
atrength  la  very  difficult  to  eetlmate 
and  the  wisest  of  the  political  fore- 
casters are  obliged  to  sdmlt  no  little 
uncertainty  aa  to  hla  oampalgn.  It 
Is  a  strange  army  which  he  ia  lead- 
ing. It  includes  the  discontented  of 
both  major  parties,  disgruntled  ag- 
rleulturlsts.  theorlsta  and  faddlate  of 
a  doxen  different  ktnda.  the  so  railed 
Progressives,  the  Socialists,  even  the 
out-and-out  "Reda."  though  thr  lat- 
ter were  informed  they  were  not 
wanted.  A  number  of  Influential 
leaders  whose  political  wledom  la  un- 
queatloned  also  have  declared  for 
him  and  varloua  powerful  organisa- 
tions, including  several  strong  labor 
unlona.  are  to  be  found  In  his  ranks. 

One  thing' la  certain  ;  M  Follette 
la  atrong  enough  to  be  feared.  The 
leader*  of  both  the  Republican  and 
I>emncratle  perttea  are  undoubtedly  | 
watching  hla  performance  with  no 
little  anxiety  It  will  probably  all 
depend  upon  how  close  the  contest 
is  between  t'oolldge  and  Davla.  If 
one  or  the  other  has  a  good-eixed 
majority.  La  Follette'a  venture  will 
be  without  effect  upon  the  reap  It  || 
it  la  close,  he  msy  bring  about  a

eBB^Baa^aBBas.  * 

LONDON.  Aug.  Is. — A  British  this 
that  was  revived  scarcely  two  years 
ago  la  again  extinct. 

Baron  Seaforth  died  recently  at 
Brahan  Castle.  County  of  Roes.  In  his 
seventy-sixth  year,  leaving  no  heir. 
He  was  James  Alexander  Krancls 
Humberston  Stewart -Mackensle,  for- 
merly In  command  of  the  0th 
i*nr»t«  honorary  colonel  fo  the  4th 
Battalion  and  the  famous  Seaforth 
Highlanders  and  once  military  secre- 
tary to  the  Oovemor  of  Madras. 

He  was  raised  to  the  peerage  In 
June.  1021.  and  In  taking  Seaforth 
for  his  title  revived  a  peerage  th« 
had  belonged  to  one  of  his  ancestors. 
Krancls  Humberston  Mackensle.  the 
twenty-first  hereditary  chief  of  the 
Clan  Mackensle,  was  created  Lord 
Beaforth  in  1707,  but  as  his  four  sons 
had  died  before  him  the  title  became 
extinct  when  he  died  In  lilt. 
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Mr.  W.  H.  (ioggrn  Succeeds  Mr.  F.  O. 
Rlclinrda — Mr.   Charles  Macdou- 
•Id  Deputy  of  Marine  Court 

The  retirement  of  Marshal  F.  O. 
Richards,  of  the  Admiralty  Court. 
Victoria  district*  was  officially  an- 
nounced yesterday.  His  resignation 
has  been  accepted,  and  his  retirement 
cancels  the  appointment  of  his  deputy. 
Mr.  Edgar  W.  Gaze. 

August  20  has  been  set  for  the  next 
convening  of  the  Admiralty  Court, 
with  Mr.  Justice  Martin  presiding.  On 
this  occasion  Mr.  Charles  Macdonald, 
sheriff  of  Vancouver,  will  be  seen 
ngaln  as  deputy  marshal.  W.  H. 
Ooggin.  sheriff  of  Victoria,  has  been 
appointed  successor  to  Marshal  Rich- 
ards, while  Mr.  Macdonald.  according 
to  existing  arrangements,  will  resume 
the  office  of  deputy,  which  has  been 
temporarily  occupied  by  Mr.  Oaze. 
Forty  Yea  re.'  Service 

Forty  years  of  service  with  the  Gov- 
ernment was  completed  with  Mr. 
Richards'  retirement.  During  twenty- 
one  years  of  this  period  he  held  the 
position  of  Sheriff  of  Victoria.  He 
had  been  marshal  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia division  of  the  Admiralty 
Court  since  February.  1916.  when  he 
succeeded  Mr.  Hinkson  Hiddall.  of 
Victoria. 

Joins  Service  Early 
In  January,  1862.  Mr.  Richards 
commenced  his  career  In  the  Provin- 
cial Government  service  at  New  West- 
minster. Six  years  later  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Iandi  and  Works  De- 
partment at  Victoria,  and  remained 
with  It  until  1886. 

Mr.  Richards  was  Sheriff  of  Vic- 
toria until  March.  102S.  when  he  was 
superannuated.  His  most  Interesting 
Admiralty  Court  experiences  were 
during  the  war.  when,  as  marshal,  he 
was  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  the  schooners  Ortgon  and  I^onore. 
which  had  been  seized  off  the  Mexican 
Pacific  coast  by  the  Canadian  cruiser 
Rainbow.  The  schooners  were  charged 
with  carrying  contraband  of  war  and 
with  aiding  the  German  cruisers.  The 
Germans.  It  is  alleged,  were  Interested 
In  them.  For  six  years  the  schooners 
remained  In  Victoria  Harbor  pending 
adjudication  of  the  allegations  In 
Ix>ndon.  The  venue  of  the  trials  was 
changed  In  the  face  of  a  strenuous 
protest  of  Mr.  Justice  Martin  from 
Victoria  to  London. 

Verdict  Against  Admiralty 

The  owners  of  the  Oregon  were  suc- 
cessful against  the  British  Admiralty 
when  Judgment  was  rendered  after 
the  war  terminated.  The  schooner 
was  returned  to  her  owners,  who  were 
also  awarded  $50,000  damages  against 
the  Admiralty. 

Following  the  Oregon's  '  arrival, 
under  escort  of  the  Rainbow.  In  Vic- 
toria Harbor,  the  captured  schooner's 
cargo,  including  coffss.  corn  and 
sugar,  was  sold  by  Marshal  Richards 
at  auction  and  brought  $25.00*  The 
money  was  paid  Into  court  and  was 
later  distributed  among  the  owners 
of  the  cargo. 

The  I^onore  waa  also  exonerated  by 
the  I»ndon  tribunal,  hut  she  was 
made  liable  for  the  marshal's  charges, 
which  had  been  Accumulating  during 
the  six-year  Interval.  Eventually  the 
vessel  was  ordered  sold  In  an  attempt 
to  collect  this  money.  Marshall  Rich- 
ards sold  her  for  $$.000.  When  last 
heard  of.  the  Leonora  was  reported  to 
b«  engaged  In  the  liquor  gxport  trade.  J

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ANCOUVER  liquor  exporters  have  removed  their  hase  to  Vic- 
toria. No  less  than  four  liquor  runners  are  due  here  this 
month  to  pick  up  over  60.000  cases  of  liqtior,  which  will  be 
taken  south  to  Mexico.  As  to  what  part  of  Mexico  the  liquor  is  taken 
is  not  known,  but  the  dents  on  the  sides  of  the  ships  on  their  return 
to  port,  which  is  caused  apparently  by  small  craft  continually  bump- 
ing against  the  sides,  tell  a  tale  of  their  own. 

The  transference  of  the  liquor  base 
to  Victoria  la  a  direct  reeult  of  the 
high  harbor  due*  Imposed  on  liquor 
exporters  and  Importers  by  the  Van- 
couver Harbor  Board  and  Is  also  re- 
garded aa  another  Indication  of  the 
Inadvtaability  of  e^abliahlng  a  har- 
bor board  here.  The  harbor  dues  In 
Vancouver  are  seven  cents  a  gallon 
and  five  and  a  half  oenta  a  case  on 
whlakys.  wines,  liquors  and  all  alco- 
hola  except  ale  and  beer.  This  waa 
conatdered  tco  high  for  liquor  ex- 
porter* who  have  to  make  a  profit 
on  their  investment,  aa  the  liquor  In 
the  first  place  haa  to  be  brought 
from  the  Old  Country.
